Turns 
Self In 


Kansas City, Mo. (UPI) - 


Robert Bolicar DePugh, na- 
tional head of the right- 
wing Minutemen organiza- 
tion, turned himself in Friday 
after officials charged him 
with kidnaping two young 
women who said he tried to 
enlist them to "use sex as a 
weapon to blackmail Commu- 
nists." 


A federal fugitive warrant 


had been asked.for DePugh 
although only state kidnap 
charges were filed. 


DePugh, who has described 


the Minutemen as an under- 
cover organization to combat 
communism in this country, 
was turned in to Circuit 
Judge Louis Mazuch by his 
attorney, Walter Jennins. 


He was released on $5,000 


bond pending his preliminary 
hearing, which was scheduled 
for July 20. 


The fugitive warrant was 


filed earlier Friday at the re- 
quest of Jackson County Pros- 
ecutor Lawrence Gepford aft- 
er his investigator was told by 
a 
Minutemen leader that 


"you'll never find DePugh. 
He has gone underground." 


Signed Statements 


Miss Patricia Lucille Beal, 


21, of Lake Lotawana, Mo., 
and 
Miss 
Linda Frances 


Judd, 16, of Independence, 
Mo., made signed statements 
supported by polygraph tests, 
Gepford said, that DePugh at- 
tempted to get them to join 
the Minutemen and "use sex 
as a weapon to blackmail 
Communists." 


The two women said the 42- 


year-old DePugh, with a pistol 
in hand, abducted them ear- 
ly the morning of June 4 at 
their Independence apartment 
and forced them to accom- 
pany him and a woman com- 
panion. They were held cap- 
tive for two weeks at a Rich- 
mond, Mo., residence and 
then taken to an Independence 
printing shop used as the lo- 
cal Minutemen headquarters, 
they said. 


They escaped June 16, they 


said, when a guard 'became 
careless and we s l i p p e d 
out." 


At the Richmond residence, 


they were guarded constantly 
by a man and a woman, and 
were taught some judo holds, 
they said, and told by DePugh 
he wanted them to seduce 
Communists in high U.S. of- 
fices. 


Would Take Pictures 


DePugh told them, t h e y 


said, he would take pictures 
and tape recordings so he 
could blackmail seduced of- 
ficials and infiltrate U.S. of- 
fices with Minutemen. 


DePugh visited them almost 


daily, the young women said, 
and discussed the dangers of 
communism. He saM 
he 


wooM ise the two girls and 
•then, they said, "to get the 
government back from the 
Comimnists and return it to 
the people." 


While captive, Miss Beal 


said, a guard showed them a 
submachine gun and "told 
us what would happen to in* 


formers."

According to N e b r a s k a 


Atty. Gen. Clarence Meyer, 
the court's decision had the 
effect of ruling that the law 
had never been passed, thus 
nullifying all penalties col- 
lected under it.

Washington UB — Here are 


the major provisions of the 
voting rights bill passed by 
the house Friday night. 


—Literacy tests would be sus- 


pended in states where less than 
50% of the voting age population 
was registered or voted last No- 
vember. This would include Ala- 
bama, Alaska, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, South Carolina and 
Virginia, 34 counties in N o r t h 
Carolina, and one county each in 
Arizona, Idaho and Maine. 


—In those same states and 


counties, if 20 residents of a vot- 
ing district complained they were 
still denied the vote because of 
race, or if the attorney general 
felt discrimination still existed, 
federal officials would be sent in 
to register qualified voters. 


—In order to escape the provi- 


sions of the law, the covered states 
would have to satisfy a three- 
judge court in the District of Co- 
lumbia that they have not dis- 
criminated against voters for five 
years. 


Federal Examiners 


—In all other states, when the 


attorney general brings a voting 
suit in federal court, the court can 
authorizethe use of federal ex- 
aminers. 


—Federal observers could be 


sent to watch over any election 
in a district to which a federal 
registrar has been sent in order 
to insure Out registered voters 
get to cast then* ballots. 


-Poll taxes would be eliminated 


as a prerequisite for voting in 
state and local elections. This 
would apply to Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Texas and Virginia. 


—Criminal penalties would be 


provided for intimidating voters 
or persons attempting to help 
others to vote. 


To Be Reconciled 


The Senate - passed bill, 


which will now have to be 
reconciled with the House 
bill, is basically similar. The 
chief differences are that the 
Senate Bill: 


—Does not eliminate poll taxes 


bat authorises the attorney gen- 
eral to seek a prompt court test 
of their constitutionality. 


-Requires that a person be de- 


nied registration by a state offi- 
cial within 90 days of applying to 
a federal registrar. 


—Adds another factor to the 
automatic coveraee. requiring that 
more than 20% of the voting age 
population be nonwhite, or that 
less than 25% of the voting age 
Negroes of any state be unregis- 
tered. This would have the effect 
of eliminating Virginia as a state, 
but covering about 30 counties.

The bill also outlaws poll 


taxes in state and local elec- 
tions, a provision that could 
lead to difficulties with t h e 
Senate in working out a final 
version of the legislation. The 
Senate refused to ban poll 
taxes, but would subject them 
to a quick court test. 


Before g i v i n g its over- 


whelming support for the bill, 
the House was brought to its 


feet in a rousing ovation for a 
Louisiana congressman w h o 
urged its passage. 


Rep. Hale Boggs, the assist- 


ant Democratic leader, who 
voted against last year's civil 
rights bill, told the House that, 
to. his sorrow, there is dis- 
crimination against Negro vot- 
ers in parts of the South.

V a n c e 
Hartke, D-Ind., putting an un- 
limited hospitalization feature 
into the bill. The S e n a t e 
adopted it on a voice vote. A 
similar proposal was defeated 
Thursday 43 to 39. 


Under the bill as it came 


to the floor, a patient under 
the basic plan would be en- 
titled to 60 days of hospital 
care per spell of illness for 
which he would pay a $ 
deductible, and an additional 
60 days for which he would 
pay $10 of the cost of each 
day. 


Indefinitely 


Under Hartke's amendment, 


the additional days beyond 
the original 60 could continue 
indefinitely, but with the 
patient still paying $10 a day. 


The long controversy over 


writing a health care plan into 
the Social Security system is 
ended 
since both versions 


would do that,' although they 
differ on details of the bene- 
fits. 


To Complete FDR Vision 
Sponsors said the final en- 


actment of the legislation, 
long

7% Boost Retroactive 


Both versions would in- 


crease all present Social Se- 
curity payments seven per 
cent for 20 minion present 


beneficiaries under the re- 
tirement, survivor and disa- 
bility programs. These would 
be retroactive to Jan. 1. 


To finance the higher So- 


cial Security payments and 
the new health program, the 
bill will bring an increase in 
payroll taxes next year of 
about $5 billion as compared 
with 1965.

tion officials said that if the 
bill becomes law later t h i s 
month, the seven per cent in- 
creases will be reflected in 
Social Security c h e c k s for 
September received in early 
October.

TO GO UP 


Washington (#) — The Social 


Security bill passed by the 
Senate Friday night will bring 
substantial future increases in 
monthly retirement payments 
under Social Security. 


The reason is that both Sen- 


ate and House versions would 
increase the wage tax base en 
which the benefits are figured. 


The base, now $4,800 a year, 


would rise to $5,600 next and 
$6,600 in 1971 under the House 
measure.

next year.

Washington tf>—There a r e 


important differences between 
the Senate and House versions 
of the medicare bill They 
are: 


—The Senate bill would in- 


crease the taxable wage base, 
now $4,800. to $6,600 next 
year. The House would make 
It $5,600 next year, $6,600 
starting in 1971. The increase 
in the base has the effect of 
raising substantially future 
m o n t h l y retirement pay 
checks. 


—The Senate bill would pro- 


vide unlimited additional hos- 
pitalization after the first 60 
days provided hi both bills, 
after payment of a $40 de- 
ductible. But the Senate would 
charge the patient $10 for each 
added day. The Senate b i l l 
also would make available 175 
home health visits in a year! 
compared to 100 in the House 
version. 
k —The Senate bill would au 
Ihorize retirement at age « 
•with reduced payments, fo 
individuals, couples and al 
pther Social Security benefi 
claries. The House bill woulc 
confine this to widows. 
; —The Senate bill w o u l d 
make it possible for person 
eligible for retirement under 
pocial Security to earn sub 
ctantially more than they can 
how without loss of benefits 
£he House bill liberalizes 
present law only slightly, 
j —The Senate bill m a k e s 
the supplemental health plan 
effective Jan. i, 1967, instead 
of July i, 1986, as voted by 
the House. 


Under both bills the basic

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Social Security health section 
becomes effective July 1,1986, 
except for nursing-home care

; —The Senate bill would in- 
elude under the basic plan 
services of medical specialists 
in' anesthesiology, radiology, 
pfiysiatry and pathology il 
these normally are billed as 
part of hospital charges.

I 
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State Government Not Lavish

Payroll And 


Services 


Statistics can be not only boring, but 


most deceiving. The problem is not that 
two and two make four one time and six 
another, as is commonly implied. A set 
number of figures do not change in their 
value or meaning. Two people cannot take 
the same figures and make them look en- 
tirely different in most cases- The differ- 
ences are found in what you use and don't 
use. 


Thus, a series of articles appearing this 


past week in The Star in regard to state 


employment are n o t 
presented as gospel. 
The objective of the 
series was to relate 
the growing state pay- 


roll to expanding state services, to match 
people with programs. The growth of the 
state payroll has been widely criticized in 
areas throughout the state. The figures are 
used by some in an effort to present the 
state as a bureaucracy for which the tax- 
payer is constantly asked to cough up more 
money. The idea is sold that if we only 
stopped hiring so many people, we would 
save great sums of money. 


There are some obvious truths there 


but some errors of omission—omissions as 
to the work of these people that The Star 
tried to supply in its series. The series was 
an effort to get away from the bureaucracy 
Idea and down to the merits of what the 
state is doing. 


The question for the people of Nebras- 


ka is not just for or against the increase in 
personnel. To intelligently decide on the 
validity of payroll expenditures, one must 
know something of the work and responsi- 
bility of the people involved. They must 
know, not just what a man is being paid, 
but what it is he is doing. 
; 
* 


• 
The series did show that payroll has not 


been the dominant factor in state spending 
(hat you might think from looking at pay-- 
roll alone. While spending at the state level 
has gone up three and one-half times from 
1950 through 1964, payroll costs have gone 
up only two and three-fourths times. T h e 
number of state employes has increased only 
By one-third. Also significant is the fact that 
from 1950 through 1964, state expenditures 
have gone up four times while the tax levy 
has only doubled- This is the result of three 
things—a growth in population which pro- 
vided more people to share in taxation, an 
increase in valuations and an increase in 
federal aid funds. 
, 
Actually, the state in total compares 


very favorably when it comes to spending. 
Figures from The Congressional Quarterly 


were quoted IB the series showing Nebras- 
ka's state tax revenue from all sources as 
the least of any state in proportion to per 
capita income. Perhaps there are other fig- 
ures which show Nebraska in a less favor- 
able light but our standing among the states 
would seem to mark us as a frugal mem- 
ber of the Union. The Star series did point 
out that employes or payroll has not been 
a dominant factor hi the rising cost of state 
government. Nebraska is not hiring a lot 
of people just for the beck of it. State de- 
partments, agencies and institutions are 
not building empires with the accumulation 
of large staffs that are a needless burden 
upon the taxpayer. 


* 
The series gave some detailed discus- 


sion of various state operations to show the 
relationship that exists between number of 
employes and state services. The Univer- 
sity of Nebraska for instance, showed a 41 
percent increase in personnel from 1950 
through 1964. But enrollment at the univer- 
sity climbed by 50 percent for the same pe- 
riod. 


Thus, more students are being served 


today per employe than was the case near- 
ly 15 years ago. There is greater efficiency 
within the university than was the case in 
1950, despite the fact that it is a larger and 
more costly operation. This does not prove 
that no personnel cuts could be made by 
the university but it certainly indicates that 
cuts in personnel would mean a reduction 
in services. 


The taxpayer who would want to reduce 


personnel in this area should consider 


whether he w a n t s , 
also, a little poorer 
educational program. 
In the Department of 
Roads, highway con- 


struction costs or expenditures have gone 
up four times in the last decade and a half 
while the payroll has only doubled. To cut 
personnel here would mean a slowdown in 
the preparation of plans and specifications 
for construction, a slower pace of right-of- 
way acquisition and a net curtainlment of 
state spending on road and highway work- 


People who want the payroll cut here 


should know that it involves, too, fewer im- 
proved roads to travel. In terms of total 
spending, of services rendered, the state 
has fewer people today than it had 15 years 
ago. Could it have still fewer? Perhaps so 
but it would seem most doubtful. Signs are 
that the state, in general, has grown effi- 
ciently to meet the needs and demands of 
an expanding population and much more 
diversified society.

Corps quickly became the political discov- 
ery of the time. It was successful both in 
organizing at home and in its work in 
the depressed countries. Now most of the 
advanced nations are forming such corps. 


Recently United Nations General Sec- 


retary U Thant urged the young of all 
countries to get into the movement. He 
said, "I am looking forward to the time 
when the average youngster, parent or em- 
ployer, will consider that one or two years

of work for the cause of development eith- 
er in a faraway country or in a depressed 
area of his own country, is a normal part 
of one's education. 


Such a thing could work a profound po- 


litical change in the entire country. Youth 
is idealistic and needs a way to work it off. 
It has never had its say in American poli- 
tics for that is dominated by older people. 
Moreover, in going into the field youth will 
develop a practical experience that will pay 
off well in later years. 


The weakness of our democratic system 


is that, beyond voting occasionally, it has 
offered little practical application to the 
greater number of our citizens. We do not 
get enough real experience in the field and 
actually learn to live most of the time with- 
out it. This is something that should be 
changed. 


End Of Project Camelot 


Project Camelot has been abandoned 


by the Defense Department. 


It was the Department's effort to move 


Into backward countries where we were not 
engaged and to study, from both a military 
and philosophical point of view, why their 
revolutions and wars begin. 


The project was an ill-disguised intru- 


sion into the area of the State Department. 
Its first effort—in Chile—got into a good 
deal of trouble and it was probably that in- 
stead of a sense of intrusion that caused 
the Defense Department to quit. 


The whole thing leaves a bad taste and 


in it is a warning. 


The CIA, not the State Department, 


was the active figure in the ill-fated Bay 
of Pigs effort against Castro. This latest 
project placed the Defense Department in 
the key role. We may as well make up our 
minds that every ambitious department in 
Washington cannot run our wars. And we

are reminded that the Defense Department 
seems to have more say in Viet Nam than 
the State Department. 


Now if the State Department is not 


competent to meet the hard demands of the 
present, the thing to do is to repair it. It is 
not the thing to do to let every restless head 
in Washington have a crack at getting us 
into trouble in a special way. 


Our long practice of naming ambassa- 


dors who are political fat cats might have 
been innocuous 50 years ago, but not today. 
Such fellows seldom have the feel for public 
affairs and their tours of duty are largely 
a vacation with status attached. And there 
have been a good many instances where 
such ambassadors have been the last to 
know of difficulties in their area of assign- 
ment. They were hitting the cocktail circuit 
instead of learning their business. But this 
is not a matter for the Defense Department 
to correct. It is an administrative problem

Nation's Water

WASHINGTON — Ironical- 


ly, one important part of the 
Great S o c i e t y program, 
cleaning up American water- 
ways, got a boost when a 
congressman was tragically 
killed in Fourth of J u l y 
accident on a North Carolina 
throughway.

Statistics can be not only boring, bu t 
most deceiving. The problem is not that 
two and two make fou r one time and six 
another, as is commonly implied. A set 
nu mber of figu res do not change in their 
valu e or meaning. Two people cannot take 
the same figu res and make them look en­ 
tirely different in most cases. The differ­ 
ences are fou nd in what you u se and don’t 
u se. 
Thu s, a series of articles appearing this 
past week in The Star in regard to state 
employment are n ot 
presented as gospel. 
The objective of the 
series was to relate 
the growing state pay­ 
roll to expanding state services, to match 
people with programs. The growth of the 
state payroU has been widely criticized in 
areas throu ghou t the state. The figu res are 
u sed by some in an effort to present the 
state as a bu reau cracy for which the tax­ 
payer is constantly asked to cou gh u p more 
money. The idea is sold that if we only 
stopped hiring so many people, we wou ld 
save great su ms of money. 
There are so me o bv io us truths there 
but so me erro rs o f o misslo iH-o missio ns 
as 
to the wo rk o f these peo ple that The Star 
tried to supply In Its series. The series was 
an effo rt to get away fro m the bureaucracy 
idea and do wn to the merits o f what the 
state is do ing. 
The qu estion for the people of Nebras­ 
ka is not ju st for or against the increase in 
personnel. To intelligently decide on the 
validity of payroll expenditu res, one mu st 
know' .something of the work and responsi- 
bili^ of the people involved. They mu st 
know, not ju st what a man is being paid, 
but what it is he is doing. 


0. DOBLER 
were quo ted la the series sho wing Nebras­ 
ka’s state tax rev enue fro m all ao urees as 
the least o f any state in pro po rtio n to per 
capita inco me. Perhaps there are o ther fig- 
ures which sho w Nebraska in a less fav o r­ 
able light but o ur standing amo ng the states 
wo uld seem to mark us as a frugal mem­ 
ber o f the Unio n.

The series did show that payroll has not 
been the dominant factor in state spending 
that you might think from looking at pay­ 
roll alone. While spending at the state level 
has gone u p three and one-half times from 
1950 throu gh 1964, payroll costs have gone 
up only two and three-fou rths times. T h e 
nu mber of state employes has increased only 
tty one-third. Also significant is the fact that 
1950 throu gh 1964, state expenditu res 
have gone u p fou r times while the tax levy 
has only dou bled. This is the resu lt of three 
things—a growth in popu lation which pro­ 
vided more people to share in taxation, an 
Increase in valu ations and an increase in 
federal aid fu nds.

So mu ch waste has 
been du mped into L a k e 
Erie from Detroit, Toledo, 
Cleveland, Erie and Bu ffalo, 
that

er today than in 1900. 
‘The water also shows an 
amazing concentration of cal­ 
ciu m, sodiu m, potassiu m and 
su lphate compou nd,” s a ys 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wls., 
an early battler against wat­ 
er pollu tion. 
Meanwhile Lake Michigan 
is tu rning into a cesspool, as 
a resu lt of three s t e e l 
plants, three oil refineries, 
and sewage from Milwau kee, 
Green Bay, and the Chicago 
area. A stu dy of the pollu ­ 
tion of the lake bottom in this 
area shows that the situ ation 
is practically irreversible. No 
matter what standards may 
be set for the qu ality of wat- * 
er in the fu tu re, the situ a­ 
tion cannot be changed.

Now, the choice on the 
general election ballot will 
be stated in simple terms:

A simple choice, it is. Bu t 
it is too simple to be accu ­ 
rate. For the qu estion on the 
ballot will not convey to the 
voter the breadth of his 
choice. 
It is a cho ice between a 
state inco me tax and higher 
state pro perty tax es, o r per­ 
haps a general sales tax . It 
inv o lv es the issue o f tax 
equity . And It has a lo t to do 
with future state spending, 
and pro gress. It raises a 
to ugh questio n: Where else 
wo uld the state turn fo r pub­ 
lic do llars? 
What seems to distu rb leg­ 
islative su pporters of the in­ 
come tax most is that the 
referendu m issu e will n o t 
clearly present all of t h e s e 
choices to the electorate. A 
simple yes-or-no decision on 
the income tax is likely to be 
no, bu t so wou ld a simple 
yes-or-no decision on the state 
property tax or a sales tax 
likelyto be negative. Bu t the 
latter two issu es will not be 
on the ballot. 
So, No. 1 problem is car­ 
rying to the people the fu ll 
bu rden of their choice. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Problem No. 2: presenting 
a choice to the leaders in the 
referendu m drive. 
Terry Carpenter has made 
it clear that he will cam­ 
paign against the income tax 
once it were placed on the 
ballot, bu t he has been care­ 
fu l to distingu ish that role 
from the task of leadership 
in placing the-issu e on th e 


ballot. That, he has said, is 
an assignment which shou ld 
be u ndertaken by others. 
And so it has been: two 
prominent a n d extremely 
able Omahans have stepped 
forward, one a vice president 
of the Omaha National Bank, 
the other president of Her­ 
man Brothers, Inc. Orpaha 
National has agreed to serve 
as depository for campaign 
fu nds. 
Ano ther Omahan, Sen. 
Clifto n Batehelder, h a s o f­ 
fered the serv ices o f the 
United States Check B o o k 
Co mpany — o f whldi be is 
president — to print peti­ 
tio ns witho ut co st. 
So, clearly, we believe, it 
may be said that the refer­ 
endu m drive is Omaha-based 
and, clearly, we think, it may 
be said that it is be i ng 
gu ided by su bstantial bu si­ 
ness interests. And there is 
nothing at all wrong with 
that. 
☆ ☆ 
Now, resting on general 
file in the Legislatu re, are 
two bills which some legis­ 
lative proponents of the in­ 
come tax 
b e l i e ve might 
serve as a vehicle to place 
this matter of choice more 
positively before the referen­ 
du m leaders. 
These bills together ( a nd 
with amendments proposed 
by Terry Carpenter, t h e i r 
sponsor) wou ld broaden the 
intangible property tax base 
by r e m 0 V i n g dedu ctions 
which 
now 
exempt 
from 
taxation stock held in domes­ 
tic and foreign domesticated 
corporations. 
They wou ld (with amend­ 
ments) levy the fou r miU 
Class B tax against su ch 
stock and raise, according to 
Carpenter, 
an 
additional 
$15 million annu ally for the 
su pport of state government. 
A heav y percentage o f Ne­ 
braska’s intangible pro perty 
is lield in Omaha (nearly 43% 
o f all tax able 
hitangible 
wealth in Nebraska is co n­ 
tained in Do uglas Co unty ), 
and a hefty share o f the co r­ 
po ratio ns which wo uld be 
affected by spreading th e 
burden are sited in Oma­ 
ha. 
Intangible tax revenu e is 
now divided 
a m o n g the 
state, the cou nties, the cit­ 
ies and the school districts. 
W h a t 
these 
bü ls 
(with 
amendments) 
w o u l d do 
wou ld be to assign all th e 
additional revenu e from do­ 
mestic and foreign domesti­ 
cated stock to the state. 


Now, if the income tax 
becomes effective in 1967, 
the state mu st abandon the 
intangible p ri^ rty tax field 
in order to abide by its con­ 
stitu tion. A companion bUl 
to the income tax measu re 
wou ld assign the state’s cu r­ 
rent share of the tax reve­ 
nu e to the cou nties. 
☆ ☆ 
But, the new lev y o n do ­ 
mestic and fo reign do mesti­ 
cated stock wo uld be strict­ 
ly a state tax , acco rding to 
amendments prepared 
by 
Carpenter. 
And, 
thus, 
it 
w o u l d be 
auto matically 
kay o ed if the inco me tax be­ 
came effectiv e in 1967. But, 
it wo uld remain In effect if 
the inco me tax failed o n tho 
1966 ballo t. 
The new choice for re­ 
ferendu m sponsors: a state 
income tax, or a broadened 
intangible property tax. 
There may be legal or con­ 
stitu tional problems involved 
in su ch a plan. Bu t, for now, 
it is receiving new scru tiny 
from some income tax pro­ 
ponents. 
A nu mber of su bstantial 
Omaha and Lincoln bu siness 
interests have already made 
it clear that if there is to be 
a 
choice, 
the alternative 
which they prefer is a gen­ 
eral sales tax. Understand­ 
ably. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
The two intangible proper­ 
ty tax bills (LB30 and LB78 ) 
face tou gh sledding in t h e 
Unicameral u nder any cir­ 
cu mstances. Some senators 
—inclu ding su pporters of the 
income tax—wou ldn’t tou ch 
them with a 10-foot pole. 
When y o u talk abo ut tax ­ 
ing sto ck in do mestic and 
fo reign do mesticated co rpo r­ 
atio ns, y o u run up against 
majo r business interests in 
ev ery co mmunity in the state 
—and, mo re than that, y o u 
run into tho usands o f Ne­ 
braska sto ckho lders, intelli­ 
gent eno ugh to kno w where 
to po t their mo ney in o rder 
to enjo y financial gain and 
escape state tax es, and ag­ 
gressiv e eno ugh to d e f e n d 
their tax adv antage. 
When debate begins, warn­ 
ings of crippled indu strial de­ 
velopment and stu nted eco­ 
nomic growth will be raised. 
And, after aU is said and 
done, those two bills may not 
get very far—bu t they are 
attracting new interest in 
the wake of the referendu m 
movement which is bu ilding 
in Omaha.

High Court 
Strikes Tn 
Report Law 


The State Supreme C o u r t 


Friday s t r u c k down as un- 
constitutional a J961 law pro- 
viding penalties for improper- 
ly reporting intangible proper- 
ty for tax purposes. 


The court npbeld the ruling 


ef Douglas Count}' District 
Judge John E. Murphy that 
the law is discriminatory, 
•on-uniform, arbitrary and 
capricious and failed to coo- 
form wife constitutional re- 
quirements of due process. 


The test case was brought 


by Benson and Ruth Bachus 
on behalf of themselves and 
2,846 Douglas County tax- 
payers similarly affected by 
the law. 


The high court, in the 


unanimous decision noted that 
the law, passed as LB206, pro- 
vides two different penalties, 
inadequate notice to taxpay- 
ers of tax reporting errors 
and inadequate opportunity 
for hearing or appeal. 


The-court also noted: 


Penalty Waiver 


'The Legislature, specifical- 


ly in LB206, endeavored to 
provide for a waiver of pen- 
alties where the omission of 
failure to return was the re- 
sult of an Innocent mistake 
and could not in any way be 
deemed to be the result of 
an intent to avoid the filing 
of a lawful return or the pay- 
ment of a tax lawfully due. 
Yet, the legislature provided 
a process so deficient that in 
operation, in many instances, 
a taxpayer might not even dis- 
cover that he had a right to 
the benefits of the waiver, or 
the necessity to use the right. 


"Perhaps the most impor- 


tant practical aspect is that 
the taxpayer who has made 
an innocent mistake, but has 
only a small amount of prop- 
erty added to his return, is 
fbe one least likely to realize 
that he has been subjected to 
a penalty, and has already 
paid R, when he was entitled 
to have It waived." 


Thei law set penalties for 


failure to list intangible prop- 
erty on tax returns. The penal- 
ties were five times, or two 
times, the tax which would 
have been due had the in- 
tangibles been reported prop- 
erly. 


Money In Trust

Murphy 


placed in trust all money col- 
lected in Douglas County un- 
der the act pending final de 
termination of the case. 


The Supreme Court, in 


knocking down the law, also 
took a swipe at what it called 
"the veritable thicket" of Ne 
braska statutes dealing with 
personal property taxes. 


The court said a review of 


property tax laws passed 
since 1927 "reveals a maze o 
changes and amendments, „ 
well as overlapping and dif 
fering statutory penalties and 
varying methods of procedure 


"It is apparent that there is 


a lack of uniformity not only 
as to penalties, but witfc re 
gard to notice and opportunity 
for hearing and rights of ap 
peal." 


In other rulings Friday the 
court.\ 


—Upheld a 1963 Kearney annexation or 
dinance but declined to rule on the con 
•titutlonality of the law under which the 
ordinance was adopted. 


The court ruled the annexation of land 
north of Kearney was valid because the 
annexed area was adjacent to the dt 
and urban or suburban in character. 


The annexation was based on a 196: 
law which changed 
annexation 
proce- 
dures for first class cities, and the land 
owners contended the law, passed a: 
LB338, violates constitutional safecuard 
of personal rights. 


But the high court said that since the 
landowners sought a remedy under the 
law, 
they could not question its con- 


ritutionaliO'. 


—Dismissed an appeal of prosecuting 
attorneys who had asked the court to re- 
verse the order cranttng a new trial and 
reinstate the euilty verdict of Man-In E 
Taylor, convicted of a 1964 filling station 
robbery in Lincoln. 


The court stated that while a crimtna 
ease is still pending, "an appeal may 
not be had to this court for the purpose 
of securing rnlincs on questions of lav 
that may' arise on retrial of the case.* 


A Lancaster County District Court jury 


found Thayer guilty on the r o b b e r s 
charge, but the court judge sustained a 
motion for new trial without stating cny 
specific reasons.

detriment of the nieces and nephews of 
ber deceased husband. 


When Mrs. Middaugh died la*t year 
nieces and nephew's of Prank Middaugh 
brought court action contending the orti 
inal wills represented irrevocable con 
tracts. The lower court had rejected that 
contention.

candidates to refrain from in 
any way detracting from the 
main issue which is the ob- 
taining of ample signatures to 
place flie income tax issue on 
the ballot," Richard Herman 
declared. 


'•At least for the term of 


the petition drive, we all 
have an obligation to remove, 
party lines and work toward! 
the successful completion of 
this drive," Marvin W e r v e 
said. 


Herman, president of Her- 


man Brothers, Inc., w a s 
regional director for Barry 
Goldwater's 1964 Republican 
presidential campaign. Werve 
is Democratic national com- 
mitteeman, and vice presi- 
dent of the Omaha National 
Bank. 


Cease-Fire 


The pair held a news con- 


ference at which the call for 
a political cease-fire was is- 
sued. 


"The critical issue," Her- 


man said, "is whether or not 
'the people in the State of Ne- 
braska will be privileged to 
select their own form of taxa- 
tion." 


"We do not intend,", Werve

The chairman of the Legis- 


lature's Education Committee 
Friday urged lawmakers not 
to "split two ways" on the 
trade school isue. 


He recommended lawmak- 


ers pass the Education Com- 
mittee's trade school develop- 
ment plan and reject pro- 
posals to establish state 
owned and operated schools 
at six specific sites. 


"I don't see how we can 


go both ways," said Sen. 
Ross Rasmussen of Hooper. 


Before recessing for t h e 


July 4th vacation, lawmakers 
gave strong first round ap- 
proval to the Education Com- 
mittee's plan under w h i c h 
the state would provide finan- 
cial assistance to t r a d e 
schools established through 
local initiative. 


Patterned After Milford 


When the Legislative recon- 


venes 
Monday, 
lawmakers 


will be faced with first round 
consideration of bills calling 


for state owned and operated 
trade schools at N o r t h 
Platte, Sidney, O'Neill, Nor- 
folk, Ogallala and Brolken 
Bow. 
Each of these schools 


would be patterned after the 
state technical vocational faci- 
lity at Milford. 


"If we pass the committee 


plan and a bill establishing 
a state trade school," Sen. 
Rasmussen said, "then local 
communities will be reluctant 
to move ahead with plans to 
establish schools on t h e i r 
own. They'll wait around, hop- 
ing the state will eventually 
decide to build the school for 
them." 


Proponents of the Education 


Committee plan claim as 
many as five trade schools 
could be established within 
two years under the plan—in 
Lincoln, Omaha, Sidney, the 
Columbus-Norfolk area and 
the Hastings-Grand Island - 
Kearney area. 


The ground rules for setting 


up area trade schools are 
contained in Aurora Sen. 
Maurice 
Kremer's 
LB581, 


which was advanced f r o m 
general file on a 25-4 vote. 


A companion bill, LB482, re- 


ceived 23-7 approval on gen- 
eral file. It provides that the 
state will offer a maximum of 
$100,000 every two years to 
each area trade school, with 
the total state-aid not to ex- 
ceed $500,000 for any t w o 
year period. 


Up To Two Mills 


LB581 authorizes education 


service units, counties or areas 
meeting minimum property 
valuation standards to levy a 
tax of up to two mills to fi- 
nance an area trade school. 


Trade schools would be 


established by petitioning the 
State Board of Education for 
approval, then submitting the 
proposal to voters in the area 
served by the school. Federal 
and state funds would be 
available to defray costs of 


establishtaf aad operaUij a 
school 


Sen. Rasmussen said it ap- 


pears the committee plan has 
sufficient support to propel it 
to final passage. "I'm real 
pleased with the support it 
received on general file," he 
said.
